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Council leader says people will be 
'empowered' by cuts to bus services

BRIDPORT residents 
fighting to save local 
bus routes have been 
told by Dorset County 
Council that their com¬ 
munities would be 
“empowered” by the 
cuts. 

Residents describe 
threatened bus routes 
connecting them to the 
town centre as a “life¬ 
line.” 

But county council 
leader Spencer Flower 
claims that, far from de¬ 
priving communities, 
cuts in local bus services 
“empower local groups to 
work together” by forc¬ 
ing them to initiate 
schemes such as the 
‘dial-a-car’ initiative 
which sees neighbours 
volunteering to drive 


each other to destina¬ 
tions. 

He said: “Many of the 
rural buses have very lit¬ 
tle usage and we have 
had to look at ways of 
providing a better value 
for money service by em¬ 
powering local groups to 
work together. 

“In all parts of Dorset 
there have been suc¬ 
cesses with neighbourcar 
and dial-a-car schemes 
that offer residents a be¬ 
spoke service.” 

One of the routes under 
the spotlight is the num¬ 
ber 44 bus, operated by 
Damory and subsidised 
by DCC, whose Saturday 


service is under threat. 

The route runs from 
Jessopp Avenue, through 
Bridport taking in East 
Street, South Street, 
Coopers Drive, Valley 
Road, North Hill Way, 
Hollow Way, Maple Gar¬ 
dens, South Lawns, Pas¬ 
ture Way and Howard 
Road. 

If the cost-cutting 
measures go ahead, many 
residents on these streets 
will need to find another 
way of getting about on a 
Saturday. 

Bradpole resident Dora 
Christopher, whose cam¬ 
paign to keep the route 
running is supported by 
the King Charles Resi¬ 
dents Association, said 
the proposed cuts would 


wipe out the highlight of 
her week. 

She said: “Many of us 
don’t have cars and rely 
on the bus. Going in to 
Bridport to shop and 
meet friends on a Satur¬ 
day can be the highlight 
of our week. 

“Many of us also have 
family who are only free 
to meet up with us on a 
Saturday as they work 
during the week. And it’s 
a really busy bus too.” 

Referring to DCC’s pol¬ 
icy of rethinking bus 
routes with low numbers 
of passengers, Mrs 
Christopher added: “I 
don’t know when they 
counted the passengers as 
it’s nearly always more 
than 10 on a Saturday.” 

Mrs Christopher has 
started a petition to con¬ 
test the proposed cut. 

Margie Savory, Joint 
Secretary of the King 
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Charles Residents associ¬ 
ation said: “In a town this 
size, with 47 per cent of 
the population over 60 
years of age on some of 
the streets served by the 
bus, and 17 per cent of 
the Bridport population 
on housing or council tax 
benefit, it seems very 
harsh that the county 
council propose to cut 
one of the universal ben¬ 
efits for this aging popu¬ 
lation.” 

The Western Area 
Transport Action Group 
(WATAG) - which mon¬ 
itors and advises DCC on 
transport policy - is also 
concerned about the pro¬ 
posed cuts. 

WATAG member Bob 
Driscoll said: “This flies 
in the teeth of Dorset 
County Council’s Local 
Transport Plan which is 
aimed at encouraging 
more people to use pub¬ 
lic transport. 

“As a proposal it’s not 
green, it’s not fair and 


will lead to greater social 
isolation.” 

Fellow WATAG mem¬ 
ber Alan Williams said: 
“We understand there is a 
threat to the Saturday 
service, yet on the last 
bank holiday the bus was 
totally full with 47 peo¬ 
ple.” 

Other areas will also be 
hit hard by cuts to the 
route, according to Mr 
Williams. 

He said: “It’s a real loss 
especially Coopers 
Drive. Without a bus they 
can’t get into town. It’s a 
lifeline for those people.” 

It is not the only route 
to be facing cuts using a 
decision process Mr 
Williams says he fails to 
understand 

He said: “DCC say that 
the 210 route will be re¬ 
considered if it has less 
than 20 passengers on it. 

“When we asked how 
they arrived at this figure 
we were told it repre-

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Fears grow over mooted parking meter charges 


FEARS that Bridport’s high street could be devastated 
by proposed on-street parking charges have grown fol¬ 
lowing the revelation that even the shortest stop could 
cost as much as 30p. 

The figure emerged at last week’s meeting between 
Dorset County Council’s traffic manager Matthew 
Piles, Oliver Letwin MP, councillors and concerned 
parties including Bridport Market Traders Association 
and Bridport Chamber of Trade. 

The proposed charges would see one-hour free park¬ 
ing replaced with ticketed parking costing 30p for half 
an hour or 50p for an hour, with revenue going to 


Dorset County Council 

Although designed to improve turn-over in parking 
bays, the proposals have been described as a “nail in 
the coffin” for Bridport’s high street. 

Dorset County Councillor for Bridport Ros Kayes, 
who has backed calls to scrap the plans, said she was 
worried about the cumulative effect of the charges. 

She said: “Many shoppers, especially older resi¬ 
dents, drive into Bridport several times a week. 

“I am worried the cumulative effect of paying 30p 
every time could drive people to the supermarkets 
where parking is free. 


“That could really damage Bridport’s shops and 
services.” 

Councillor Kayes is now proposing placing ques¬ 
tionnaires in shops to gamer the views of shoppers and 
assess how on-street parking charges could affect be¬ 
haviour. 

Bridport Market Association’s Roy Gregory, who or¬ 
ganised a petition which garnered 5,000 signatures op¬ 
posing the plans, said the case for Bridport avoiding 
the proposals rested on it proving it was an “excep¬ 
tional case.” 

He said: “The meeting was very interesting. Our ar- 


District council back down over West Bay pinch point 


LOCAL authorities have bowed to pub¬ 
lic pressure and agreed to scrap the 
pinch point at West Bay. 

The controversial road calming 
scheme was installed this summer as 
part of the £1.25million West Bay En¬ 
hancement Scheme. 

While some of the scheme's improve¬ 
ments to West Bay's streets and pave¬ 
ments were welcomed, residents and 
business leaders were so incensed by 
many of the changes that a public 
meeting was held in March, chaired by 
Oliver Letwin MP, to air grievances. 

A new group - the West Bay Commu¬ 
nity Forum - was born at that meeting 
and petitions organised to fight the 
changes. 

Six months on, one of the most dis¬ 
liked aspects of the scheme, the pinch 
point by the main car park, has be¬ 
come the first casualty of these 
protests. 

Positioned so close to the round¬ 
about that traffic chaos is regularly re¬ 
ported around the site, drivers often 
resort to driving through the Haddon 
House car park to avoid it. 

Cyclists also complain that the design 
of rumble strip in the pinch point is 
dangerous as it could trap the wheels 
of a bicycle. 

But West Dorset District Council have 


responded to the pressure and are now 
committed to removing the pinch 
point in spring next year, replacing it 
with two way traffic and rethinking the 
rumble strip. 

County Councillor for Bridport Ros 
Kayes said of the decision: "I want to 
thank the members of the West Bay 
Community Forum and individuals 
who have spent so much of their spare 
time gathering evidence about the 
problems caused by the pinch point. 

"Many people get frustrated at how 
long councils take to go about 
things... we are there now, and hope¬ 
fully this will all be sorted before the 
next holiday season. 

"Now that West Bay has both a Com¬ 
munity Forum and a Business Forum, 
these groups will automatically be con¬ 
sulted when future plans come for¬ 
ward and will be more likely to be 
heard. 

"Hopefully this will prevent problems 
like the pinch point arising again. 

"There are further issues to take on 
board about the enhancements at 
West Bay, such as the crossing at by the 
church and getting the priority at the 
junction changed." 

District councillor David Tett said: "I 
am pleased that common sense has 
prevailed and the district council has 


listened to, and taken on board, the 
concerns of those it most affects i.e. the 
residents and businesses of West Bay." 

He continued: "It was not until it was 
constructed did one fully appreciate 
how it would pan out on the ground. 

He added: "The pinch point has cre¬ 
ated more problems then it was ex¬ 
pected to solve." 

Hilary Jordan, WDDC Spatial & Com¬ 
munity Policy Manager, said: "The 
scheme designs that were shown to 
local residents as part of the consulta¬ 
tion included this feature, but we have 
listened to the further feedback from 
the local community since the scheme 


was complete and taken on board all 
comments. 

"We will now be working with Dorset 
County Council to prepare an alterna¬ 
tive design for this location in West Bay. 
We won't know the cost of the changes 
until the design work is complete. 

"The new layout will allow two-way 
traffic and incorporate features that 
will make it easier for cyclists to cross 
the rumble strip. 

"The council is also looking into other 
aspects of the scheme where concerns 
have been raised to see if improve¬ 
ments can also be made."

-sented a bus that was half full. 

“But that figure has nothing to do 
with funding. In any case we 
counted 26 people on the bus last 
Saturday.” 

While WATAG remains keen to 
maintain an open dialogue with 
DCC, members like Mr Williams 
are becoming increasingly frus¬ 
trated with what they perceive as a 
difficulty in being heard. 

Mr Williams said: “DCC sub¬ 
sidise us but you sometimes feel 
they don’t listen to what we say.” 

Responding to this, Jan Steven¬ 
son, Dorset County Council’s 
group manager for passenger trans¬ 
port, said: “Members of the coun¬ 
cil’s public transport team attend 
WATAG meetings. All reasonable 
suggestions are considered and im¬ 
plemented if they are workable.” 

She added: “Plans to reduce bus 
service subsidies have been drawn 
up because evidence shows the 


services are not widely used. 

“We are using the information 
obtained from the current public 
consultation to establish whether 
alternative suggestions could be 
considered by the county council’s 
cabinet in November 
“Where possible, we will look to 
see whether a community scheme 
[such as dial-a-ride] would be a 
better way of providing transport.” 

But Mr Willi ams said: “Very few 
people use dial-a-ride. It’s not pop¬ 
ular. People would much rather 
keep bus routes.” 

He added: “DCC don’t have a 
real consultation. In reality they 
just tell us what they are going to 
do.”

gument is that a ‘one size fits all” approach to parking 
across the county does not apply to Bridport.

Mr Gregory added: “I’ve taken it as far as I can with 
the petition. It’s now incumbent on others to take it 
forward. One individual can only do so much. It’s time 
for others to take the baton on and take it into the po¬ 
litical arena.”

Care services in spotlight 


DORSET’S Adult Social Care services are in the spot¬ 
light this week as the future needs of the county are 
assessed. 

As Dorset County Council prepares to pour £4.7 
mill ion into Bridport ASC services, residents in the 
area are being urged to help shape policy. 

The public consultation kicks off on September 
23rd, with DCC encouraging the public to get in¬ 
volved and help shape policy for the next decade. 

ASC services include day centres, residential care 
for older people and support for people to stay healthy 
and independent in the community for as long as pos¬ 
sible. 

Facilities for children’s services in the town are also 
to feature in the review. 

Public meetings will be held on Monday, September 
23rd at the Salt House, West Bay, with a second at 
Bridport Town Hall on Thursday, September 26th. 
Both will run from 4pm until 8pm, with a presentation 
at 7pm. 

A stand will also be in place, attended by council 
representatives, outside the Tourist Information Centre 
in Bridport on Saturday, September 28th from 10am 
to 2pm, where people can find out more information 
and give their views. 

Carers, service users, health and social care profes¬ 
sionals and community groups have already given 
their views on ASC services. 

Councillor Jill Haynes, cabinet member for adult so¬ 
cial care at DCC, described public involvement as es¬ 
sential. 

She said: “[Local people’s] involvement in the initial 
planning stage is essential to shape services for the fu¬ 
ture. 

“We want to support people to live independent and 
fulfilling lives, based on choices that are important to 
them, and also to find more innovative ways to deliver 
services in the future. 

“Nothing has been agreed yet - the detail will come 
later. The public meetings will give us an opportunity 
to hear the views of local people and find out their pri¬ 


orities. 

“We are committed to modernise and improve serv¬ 
ices and are urging all those who are interested to at¬ 
tend one of the meetings.” 

County councillor for Bridport Ros Kayes said: “We 
all know that Bridport is full of creativity and imagi¬ 
nation about how services can be provided. 

“I really want the county council to be able to har¬ 
ness that creativity and, for that to happen, we as a 
community need to express what we want. 

“I hope that as many local residents as possible will 
visit the open sessions later this month and take part 
in shaping our services for the future.” 

Feedback from the events will be used to shape some 
options for county councillors to consider and, once 
preferred options are agreed, a formal public consul¬ 
tation will take place towards the end of the year.

A BRIDPORT man has written 
what he describes as a ‘road map’ 
for men as they negotiate life past 
the age of 50.

Sadly, older men can tend to lose 
themselves as they get older - and 
I, like many others, lost myself 
thoroughly. 

“A lot of men find themselves 
shipwrecked around the 45 to 60 
year mark and this is just a way to 
help them find their way through 
those years.” 

Now happily remarried with a 
successful new business, Mr Heeks 
said he “really enjoyed” writing 
the book, and drawing on the ex¬ 
periences of others. 

He said: “Many men underesti¬ 
mate the importance of family but 
upheavals and changes to family 
structure affect a lot of men.” 

With more than ten million men 
over 50 in the UK, Mr Heeks un¬ 
derstands the appeal of the subject 
matter. 

He said: “This is a big group with 
great potential, and some big is¬ 
sues. 

“I hope the book will meet two 
main needs: firstly, the milli ons of 
older men who feel their life could 
be better in a major way, like rela¬ 
tionship, health or work.

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Saving Lives at Sea in Dorset 

WHEN the mast of a 120-year-old sail-training vessel came crashing down in rough seas and gale force 
winds off Portland Bill, Weymouth RNLI Coxswain Andy Sargent and his crew aboard Weymouth’s 
Ernest and Mabel raced to their aid. Andy and his six crew members rushed to the station and were 
heading out to sea in less than ten minutes from receiving the call. 

The 24m Brixham trawler Leader is run by Devon based Trinity Sailing Foundation who offer 
disadvantaged young people the chance to sail. With winds gusting up to 40 knots she had been sailing 
south of the Bill when her main mast snapped, bringing her rigging, sail and boom, crashing into the 
water. 

Remarkably, no-one was hurt. But, unable to control the boat following the dismasting, the Brixham 
trawler had started to drift into the Race, an area of dangerous currents off the Bill. 

Andy said: The mast was broken and the rigging was in the water on the vessel’s port side, so the 
crew had to deal with this first so it didn’t become a hazard to the Leader or to us. They secured the 
debris alongside the casualty boat as best they could in the conditions and then having determined 
that no one was injured we secured a tow line.’ 

They couldn’t use their engine as the gear and rigging was in the water and could have got caught 
around the propeller.’ Due to the rough weather it took five hours for the volunteer lifeboat crew to tow 
the 1892 wooden sailing ketch Leader , safely back to port. 

Rescues such as this are only made possible thanks to the generosity of RNLI supporters. The RNLI 
are grateful for all the support they receive from people generously donating their money or time, 
however, legacies are critical to the future of the RNLI and to saving lives. The sea will always be a 
danger and the RNLI will always be needed to rescue those in trouble. 

Many people think that legacies are only for the wealthy, but anyone can leave a gift in their Will to 
their favourite charity. Any gift, whether it pays for a pair of boots or a boat is gratefully received. Of 
course it's important that you take care of loved ones first, but the RNLI are asking people to consider 
the difference a gift could make to the lifeboat crews.

TWELVE homes around Bridport, and another 
seven around Dorchester, opened their doors to 
visitors to show ways of saving energy domes¬ 
tically. 

More than 600 visits were made during the 
event last weekend (September 14th-15th), or¬ 
ganised by Transition Town Bridport and Green- 
dor. 

A range of buildings were on show from new- 
builds to retro-fits and were made of a range of 
materials from straw bales to high-tech materi¬ 
als. 

Most of the designs focussed on ways of con¬ 
serving energy through insulation, solar gain 
and other design features. 


Sustainable methods of generation were also 
on display. 

John Butler has built an extension of load- 
bearing straw bales, showing his extensive re¬ 
search into materials which insulate effectively 
without requiring much energy in their manu¬ 
facture. 

Many visitors were impressed, with one stat¬ 
ing: “His ambition, excellent presentation and 
willingness to share information was inspiring.” 

Other homes contained ideas of retro-fitting

Gl Joe in Dorset 

Theatre Show Brings Dorset's Invisible History To Life 


"A BEAUTIFULLY interpreted pro¬ 
duction of a true story - a power¬ 
ful and moving event" were just 
two of the tributes paid by enthu¬ 
siastic audiences last year at the 
Wimborne premiere of Gl Joe in 
Dorset, a specially written play, 
celebrating the presence of over 
8,000 African American GIs in 
Dorset in 1944. 

Dorset based playwrights Tony 
Horitz and Sharon Muiruri, of 
State of Play, were commissioned 
by local educational charity DEED 
(Development Education in 
Dorset) to create the play, Gl Joe 
in Dorset in 2012.The script draws 
on research by local poet Louisa 
Adjoa Parker, including interviews 
with people about their memo¬ 
ries of Dorset in 1944; those in¬ 
volved included living relatives of 
African American GIs. 

"It has been very exciting, devel¬ 
oping the play out of these dra¬ 
matic and moving stories" said 
Tony Horitz."We hope our play re¬ 


flects the truth of their experi¬ 
ence and brings their courage 
and love alive for young and 
older audiences today." 

Gl Joe weaves together two dif¬ 
ferent stories. Pete, in 2012, is a 
man of few words who works 
hard to make a living. But a 
phone call out of the blue causes 
him to reflect on his past and re¬ 
think his identity. Meanwhile, Joe, 
in 1944, arrives in Dorset with his

Buckler looking to sign off on a high 


AFTER confirming that he will be moving from his 
Henley stables at the end of the season, trainer Bob 
Buckler will be hoping to leave Dorset on a high. 


After a good start to last season, the campaign 
turned sour early in the New Year when a new 
horse brought a virus into the yard. 

Not only did it deci¬ 
mate his previous stable, 
it caused havoc in Buck¬ 
ler's, and such was its 
virility it virtually finished 
the stables season. 

Talking to View Sport's 
Stuart Broom, Buckler 
said:"lt was a particularly 
harsh virus, and despite 
immunity stimulants it 
was very difficult to get 
rid of it. 

"We therefore imple¬ 
mented what we have 
found the best cure in 
the past, which is com¬ 
plete rest and to give 
them the summer off 
and make sure they 
come back fresh, even if 
it means bringing them 
back a bit later than nor¬ 
mal." 

Meanwhile, two of the 


best horses Buckler has ever trained retired during 
the summer after years of great service. 

Twelve-year-old Double Dizzy ran 72 times in his 
career, winning five times and amazingly achieving 
another 32 top four finishes in a career that reaped 
over £107k for his owner Martyn Forrester. 

It was intended to retire him at the beginning of 
last season, but the owner and trainer decided he 
looked so well they would give him one more run. 
After eight they called time, and he may well now 
go into retirement in Ireland. 

Buckler paid tribute to him saying: "He has been 
an amazing servant. He really loves life and you 
could see that in his running and was particularly 
happy tackling the cross country courses. 

He ran six times in the last four months of last 
season and finished in the top four on four of those 
occasions. He's never looked better, perhaps he has 
finally matured! 

"If every horse was like him, life would be easy!" 

The other retiree is The Sawyer, another 12-year- 
old. Despite not being the fastest of horses, his 
jumping was immaculate and only once did he fall 
in his 61 races that earned owner David Fear almost 
£215k in prize money. 

"His jumping was immaculate, and again was a 
wonderful servant to the yard. The good news 
about his retirement is that he gets to stay with me, 


and we might do the odd bit of hunting." 

Despite these losses which are inevitable Buckler 
has replaced them with some exciting new young¬ 
sters and is looking forward to leaving Dorset with 
a bang. 

"My speciality is training chasers which take time 
to mature, but I have some young exciting young¬ 
sters who I have high hopes for, and they will be 
getting some educational runs during the season. 

Meanwhile, every horse has benefited for the 
summer off, and even those most badly affected 
by the virus look in great shape. 

There is one other horse in the yard which will 
not be running this season, or indeed in the future. 

Mizzurka was the offspring of Alflora and Miss 
Diskin, another top horse that had great success 
under Buckler's guidance, and she proved equally 
as good by winning the listed Dbs/ebf Mares' Stan¬ 
dard Open Nh Flat Race Final at Sandown in 2010. 

This enhanced her value for breeding consider¬ 
ably; such horses are listed in bold black type in a 
sales catalogue. 

She retired the following month with a leg prob¬ 
lem but has since had a lovely colt foal having been 
covered by Black Sam Bellamy who is full brother 
to champion sire Galileo, and is again in foal having 
gone to Yeats, three times winner of the Ascot Gold 
Cup.
